THE NATIONAL ZOO. 


The Senate Passes the Bill With the House 
Amendment. 

Wasnincton, April 22.—Mr. Plumb’s reso- 
lution, heretofore offered, foran increase of 
the treasury purchase and the coinage of sil- 
ver, was presented, and Mr. Eustis moved as 
addition toit,a further resolution that the 
free coinage of silver is essential to sound 
financial policy, and is demanded by all the 
great interests of the country. And that, 
therefore, all laws limiting the coinage of sil- 
ver ought to be repealed. Mr. Plumb con- 
sented to let the resolution lie over for the 
present, so as to give Mr. Mitchell an oppor- 
tnnity to address the senate. 

Mr. Mitchell addressed the senate in favor 
of the constitutional amendment proposed by 
him for the election of senators by a popular 
yote. When he had concluded, his resolution 
was referred to the committee.on privileges and 
elections. 

The conference report on the bill to regulate 
the sitting of United States courts inthe dis- 
trict of South Carolina was presented and 
agreed to. | 

The District.of Columbia appropriation bill 
wastaken up. During the consideration of 
the bill, Mr. Morrill, fiom the conference com- 
mittee on the bill for the  ergani- 
zation, improvement and maintenance .of 
a national zoological park, reported that 
the committee had been unable to agree, and 
he moved that the senate recede from its posi- 
tion and agree to the house amendment, which 
requires half of the expense to be paid by the 
district government. 

After some discussion the motion was agreed 
to and the bill now goes to the president for 
his signature. 

Consideration of the district appropriation 
bill was then resumed and ended by the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

After executive session the senate adjourned. 


TRYING TO AGREE 


Upon Some Kind of a Bill for the Coinage 
of Silver. 

Wasnineton, April 22.—The members of 
the house committee were in session for an 
hour this afternoon. The discussion showed 
that no material change in views had taken 
place since their last meeting before the 
caucus, although there was a more evident de- 
sire to come to some agreement with the sen- 
ate committee. The silver men managed to 
secure one concession, which they regard 
as of value, in the shape of an 
amendment to the house committee bill, 
which will be offered the senators as a partial 
compromise, absolutely requiring the purchase 
of not less than two milllon ounces of silver in 
each month regardless of price. The com- 
mittee was also willing to agree that treasury 
notes.issned in the purchase of silver, bullion 


shall be redeemed in coin, or lawful money, « 


as well aas__ bullion, as proposed 
by the house bill, but  persiste in 
retaining the proviso that the governments, and 
not the seller of bullion shall have the option 
of determining the medium in which the notes 
are to to be redeemed. Then upon motion the 
same sub-committee which conducted the last 
negotiations was instructed to confer again 
with the senate’s sub-committee. 


BAYARD IN BRUNSWICK. 


He Says that Cleveland Will Be Re-elected 
President in 1892. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 22.—[Special.]-- 
Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, of Delaware, ex-sec- 
retary of state under Clevéland’s administra- 
tion, was a guest at the Ocean hotel last night. 

THE CONSTITUTION correspondent called 
on him in the Ocean hotel parlor, and asked 
him what he thought of the New York Sun’s 
attack on Cleveland. He seemed anxious to 
turn the conversation, and replied: 

‘‘Really, I haven’t been paying any atten- 
tion to politics since I left home. I haven’t 
seen the Sun, at all, but I guess the last attack 
was something like the first.’’ 

The reporter then asked him of Mr. Cleve- 
land and his-probable nonsination in 1892. Mr. 
Bayard said: ; 

“That's some time off yet, but everything 
indicates that Mr. Cleveland will be the nom- 
inee. The people will force it on him whether 
he wants it or not, for Grover Cleveland is the 
grandest democrat of them all.”’ 

“What do you think of the democrat’s 
chances for success in 1892 ?’’ 

“The indications were never better. Mr. 
Cleveland will carry the'solid south again. THe 
will win in New York andin many of the 
western states. The democratic outlook is 
very hopeful.” 

‘What do you think of the stealing of two 
senators from Montana ?’’

THE FARMERS ILLS 


DISCOURSED UPON BY SECRETARY 


J, W. RUSK, 


THE CHIEF AGRICULTURMLISTS 


Who Demands That the Principle of Protec 
tection Shall Be Extended to the 
| Parmers of the Country. 


Wasuineton, April 22.—[Special.]— Uncle 
Jerry Rusk, secretary of agriculture, has given 
out for publication a letter dealing with the 
severe depression in agriculture, and suggest- 
ing such remiedies.as occur to him. After de- 
tailing the evidences of depression, he divides 
the causes therefore into two classes: 

First. Those causes inherent to the farmers 
themselves, and for which they alone can provide 
a possible remedy. Second. Those over which the 
farmer himself has no direct control, and the reim- 
edy for which must be provided as faras remedy 
is possible, by law, and for such legislation the re- 
sponsibility devolves upon the legislative bodies 
of the states and of the nation. 

The secretary then enumerates the evils 
arising from careless culture, the lack of sys- 
tem, and the necessity of applying the same 
business rules to the farm as to the store or the 
factory. “Many of the farmers,’’ says he, 
‘have been land-greedy, and find themselves 
the owners of more land than they can properly 
care for in view of the comparatively high 
price of labor in the rural districts, and in view 
of the fact that but a small portion of man- 
kind, comparatively, can profitably control the 
labor of others. The prudent farmer will 
limit his efforts to that which he canefiiciently 
perform.’’ 

The loading down of farms with mortgages, 
the efforts of transportation companies to earn 
dividends upon watered stock, the undue pre- 
ponderance ofthe middlemen, gambling in 
farm products, the existence of combinations 
to control the sale and price of products, are 
all discoursed npon. 

PROTECTION FOR TH FARMER. - 


The secretary then goes on to say: 
wFew people realize that our imports of agricul- 
tural products estimated at prices paid by the 
consumer-are about equal to our agricultural ex- 
ports estimated at prices paid tothe farmer, yet 
such is the case. Our imports of products sold in 


competition with those actually produced on our . 


own soil, amount to nearly $115,000,000 and as much 
more could be produced on ourown soil under 
favorable conditions. We must surely conclude 
that we have here another cause for depression. 
The subject is so vast that I cannot dismiss it 
briefly. 

The establishment of our agricultural -experi- 
ment stations, the energetic research by the de- 
partment of agriculture into the resources of dif- 
ferent sections of this country, investigation of 
their soils and climate, and the application, in 
general, of scientific principles to agriculture, all 
combining, make this assurance doubly sure, pro- 
vided always, that this diversification, be encour- 
aged and fostered by the application of the prin- 
ciple of protection to the development of new 
industries on the farm. It is simply the extension 
to our agriculture of the protection so beneficially 
extended in the past to our manufacturing in- 
dustries. In the days when the farmers were 
prosperous, when good crops were accompanied 
with high prices, and the value of agri- 
cultural land went up accordingly, the farmers to 
a man, stood by the principle of protection urged 
on behalf of the manufacturers, who, burdened 
then with the heavy load of taxation imposed 
upon them by the civil war, were threatened with 
grave disaster in the face of European competi- 
tion. Now in the face of the severe comp¢tition 
which today confronts the farmer in foreign mar- 
kets, duty, fairness, and in the long run, self-in- 
terest demand that we should afford him the bene- 
fits of a home market for all that he may be able 
to produce on oir own soil. This includes all the 
sugar and molasses, all animal products, wool, 
silk, flax and other fibres, all our bread stuffs, 
fruits, hay, hops, rice, tobacco, vegetables and 
wines; but many of these things will never, can 
never be produced on American soil in competi- 
tion with the labor of European nations, especi- 
ally when, asin the case of sugar, the industry 
abroad has been helped by liberal government 
bounties. 

In urging a protective tariff for the benefit 
of the farmers, Mr. Rusk concludes: 

One glance at the comparative rates of duty 
levied upon agricultural as compared with other 
products, one glance at the free list, the greater 
portion of which consists of agricultural products, 
either grown or which could be grown upon our 
own soil, and a comparison of these figures with 
the average rate of duty levied upon manufactured 
articles, ought to be sufficient to silence forever 
any opposition to the demand I have made on be- 
half of the American farmer in my annual report, 
namely—that by a wise application of our admuira- 
ble protective system all-the benefits of our home 
market be secured to him for everything he may 
able to produce. 

And again: 

Accompanying this principle of protection to 
the American farmer, is that of reciprocity, which 
should invariably be applied whenevér that of 
protection is relaxed. If there are products grown 
to better advantage in other countries, remission 
of duty on which, would seem to be in the interest 
of a large portion of our population, such remis- 
sion should only be accorded as the result of re- 
ciprocal concession in the way of a remission of 
duties by such other countries on products more 
readily grown here. Many of those countries 
which would be specially benefitted by a remis- 
sion of the duty on sugar by our govern- 
ment, would afford an excellent market for our 
breadstuffs and dairy and meat products, were it 
not for the high duties imposed thereon by them. 
So with other products, and whenever duty on 
such products is lowered orremovedand the pro- 
tection to our farmers thus diminished, it should 
be as the price of .concessions made to us in the 
tariff of other countries in favor of our own farm 
products. In this way, andin this way only, can 
our farmers be adequately protected, new markets 
being thus thrown open to them for those pro- 
ducts which they can most easily and cheaply pro- 
duce. 

A WORD OF CAUTION, 

In concluding, after expressing his sympathy 
with the farmers, Mr. Rusk says: ‘‘No possi- 
bie relief can come to them or to the country, 
no permanent remedy for present fllsis to be 
found in measures which ther the out- 
come of resentment than the p reason. 
I would say to the farmers, stand firm as the 
ever-lasting hills in demanding what is right, 
and resisting any possible infringement on 
your rights as citizens by any other class or 
combination of people, but beware, lest. in 
your just eagerness to secure your own rights, 
you seek to infringe upon the rights of others. 
No measure that conflicts with the fights of 
any one class of citizens, but what is sure 
follow the course of the boomerang and return 
toinjure the hand that shaped it. On the 


other hand, let it be borne in mind by all other } 


classes of our citizens, that the present eondi- 
tions demand consideration now and that con- 


sideration. must be full and fair; for the time 


being itis paramount toall other questions.

mands of business of the country, and which 
shall be legal tender for all debts, public and 
private; third, secure to such issue equal dig- 
nity with money metals, by basing it on real, 
tangible, substantial values.

Mr. Polk was followed by Dr. C. W. 
McCune, chairman of the national committee 
on legislation of the alliance, who addrgssed 
himself more particularly to the merits and 
detaiis of the system of warehouses as outlined 
in the bill.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

NEW YorRK, ‘April 22,—Futures opened lower 
and further declined, closing barely steady. The 
depression was due, ina measure, to lower prices 
at Liverpooland a further decline in silver, but 
another weakening influence was a disposition on 
the part of many of the bulls to let go as far as 
they did,in effect to see what real strength the 
market may develop, if It has any. Southern mar- 
kets were generally quiet, but some were a frac- 
tion dearer. The -weat at the south barring the 
heavy rains about New Orleans, was generally 
favorable to crop prospects, being much warmer, 
an essential particuiar just now. ere were pretty 
free shipments from St. Louis, but otherwise the 
crop movement was small.

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 22.—{Special.]— 
The eircumambient atmosphere in the city by 
the sea today is sulphuric, and Secretary 
Blaine and his friend, Mr. William H. Tres- 
cott, come in for a large dose of the sulphur. 

The abandoning of the southern trip of the 
Pan-Americans is the moving cause. 

For months and months, Charleston has been 
holding out her hospitable arms to embrace 
those Pan-Americans, and when a fortnight 
ago, it was oflicially aunounced that Secretary 
Blaine, having got all he wanted out of the 
Pan-American congress, would turn it over to 
the south, Charleston began to hustle. The 
mayor, the city council, the chamber of com- 
merce, the cotton exchange, and the mer- 
chants’ exchange, ‘‘got together,”’ appointed a 
number of committees, raised a champagne 
lunch fund, hired all the coupes in town, and 
finally, on Monday night, went to bed early so 
as to be up bright and early this morning to 
meet the Pans. 

READY FOR THE FEAST. 

The magnificent steamer*Sapho, which has 
been known to make the trip between market 
wharf and Sullivan’s Island within an hour, 
was newly painted, and had her 
steam up ready to take the Pans 
to Fort Sumter and the phosphate works. 
The newspapers had in type all the details of 
the programme for the grand reception, and 
double-leaded editorials of welcome. The 
committeemen had their swallow-tail coats 
hanging out for an airing, and the luncheons 
had been ordered, the waiters hired and the 
champagne purchased and put onice. A dis- 
tinguished citizen, who had thrown himself 
into the breach, had sent out cards for a grand 
‘‘society’’ reception, and had ordered the sup- 

r. 

WHEN THE NEWS CAME. 

It was after 11 o’clock last night when the 
orders cancelling all southern engagements of 
the Pans were telegraphed here. The news- 
papers got it first, and then the night editors 
had a time sending over to the composing 
room for their articles on the Pan reception, 
and altering and dectoring them to suit the 
changed situation. Honeyed words about 
Blaine were turned into gall, and blasts about 
his bad faith, and the Pans were told what 
they missed by backing out of the excursion. 

THE ‘‘OLD’’ CITIZENS ON HAND EARLY. 

The committeemen, such of them as do not 
read the morning papers before breakfast, re- 
paired to the depot this morning at 8 o’clock, 
on empty stomachs, only to find that their serv- 
ices would not be required. To say that they 
were mad faintly describes the situation. <At 
the exchanges and at the city hall things took 
on a sombre hue, and Secretary Blaine got a 
good deal more abuse than he received when 
he was running for president.

A NOTED DIVINE DEAD.

He spoke as a man who had studied and 
familiarized himself thoroughly with both, but, 
being an editor, had gone stoop-shoulkdered from 
the oppressive weight of neither. He spoke with 
humor and with earnestness, and across the skies 
of his eloquence there flashed all along through 
the evening the brilliant constellations of his 
genius. He talked about money as the baneof all 
morality, the dangerous torpedo in the bosom of 
our rock-ribbed constitution and the devil threat- 
ening to doom our nation. He talked about the 
morals of the people and how they were “> ig by 
the estimation which money was held. He 
quoted Shakespeare and Goldsmith, and once or 
twice culled an appropriate quotaiion from the 
Bible, and used al! in harmonious support of the 
ideas he was advancing. 

In the address there was nothing clerical and 
nothing ultra in the external aspect of its serious- 
ness. But it was a sermon, and just such a one as 
would bring more sinners, ingtead of Christian 

eople only, into our churches if there were more 
Vattersons in the pulpit and fewer stereotyped 
editions of dull orthodoxy. 

The lecture was the sort of sermon that inter- 
ests, fastens and then stamps conviction. It was 
the sort that evidenced knowledge on the part of 
the author and speaker, and, by just so much, won 
the respect of the audience for the opinions that 
were advanced. It was in every light of observa- 
tion the kind of sermon to send men and women 
home thinking that after all in “honorable pov- 
erty” there is the only true happiness. . 

During the evening the speaker gave to his 
audience the pleasure of a slight introduction to 
the famed “star-eyed divinity,” whose political 
prophet and high priest he is and has been since, 
in the role of aJohn the Baptist, he became the 
herald of her coming.

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The Southern Alliance Farmer, as THE 
CONSTITUTION expected it would, explodes 
the rumors and statements afloat in Wash- 
ington to the effect that representatives of 
the Farmers’ Alliance and Knights of Labor 
are dickering with the republicans. Editor 
Harry Brown declares that the statement 
that alliancemen of high position are making 
any trade to injure the democratic party, is 
absolutely false. 

It was not necessary for the alliance organ 
or for any alliancemen to deny the absurd 
statement that southern alliancemen are 
dickering with the republicans, and yet Ed- 
itor Brown’s remarks are timely enough to 
put a quietus on all such reports and rumors. 

The Southern Alliance Farmer says that 
there is no joint legislative committee of the 
alliance and Knights of Labor, and no joint 
rommittee of federated bodies. The alliance 
has its own legislative committee, and the 
Knights of Labor theirs. 

As to Mr. Holland, from whom the rumors 
and reports seem to emanate, the Alliance 
Farmer says that he is not an allianceman, 
and could not be, and that he does not rep- 
resent the sentiments of a single alliance 
official. Editor Brown then goes on to say: 
‘ This is no light matter. We know that some 
politicians now in power hold their positions by 
an uncertain tenure, and are putting their wits to 
work in order to invent some scheme which will 
@emoralize the alliance and destroy their power. 

It 1S an easy matter for such men to invent great 
imaginary schemes of this kind, and so insinuate 
and circulate them as to get them into the ears of 
newspaper reporters, and then they are satisfied. 

So far as the alliance of Georgia and of the south 
is concerned, they need no defense from such un- 
principled schemers. They will protect them- 
eelves at the ballot-box this fall, and cleanse our 
representation of all scheming impurities. For 
the alliance officials in Washington, we brand the 
whole report as a lie, and in our next will havea 
communication from them to the same purpose. 

We know that newspapers and their correspond- 
ents are after the news, and they are expected to 
print it. This piece of news will not hurt the 
alliance, but it will solidify it. It shows them 
plainly that there is a gang of politicians in 
Washington determined to ruin the alliance by 
destroying their confidence in their leaders. This 
will make the ailiance of the whole country more 
solid than ever in their determination tosend men 
to congress who are above trickery, and who will 
be a standing protest against the class legislation 
which has ruined the land.

For the world that Richard entered, on 
coming out of the jail, wasa new world to 
him.

Itis to the effect that Russian 
traders have been granted special commer- 
cial privileges at Herat. If there is any 
truth in this, it means trouble, and in all 
probability the invasion of India by swarms 
of fierce Muscovites. Merchants can carry 
mischief with them; traders can clear the 
track for armies, and commerce may be the 
forerunner of a crusade. How long will it 
be before the strangers in the ancient Af- 
ghan town shower gifts into the open hands 
of Abdurrahman Khan? How long will it 
be before their merchandise begins to include 
cannon, powder and rifles? There will be 
diplomatists among these traders, and they

“GEORGIA RAILROADS, 


A NEW ROAD CERTAIN TO BE BUILT 
FROM MACON TO SAVANNAH. 
The Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham. 
Must Go tothe Sea—The East Tennessee . 


and the Memphis and Charleston. , ie 


— 


From Macon to Savannah. 

That’s aroad certain to be built, and the 
chances are that the work done on it this year: H 
will add a considerable bulk to the railroad ; 
mileage of the state. 

It may not be done this year, but appear- 4 
ances are deceptive if this is the Case. 

In the first place, the Kansas City, Mem- ¢ 
phig and Birmingham have been, contem- j 
plating for a long while the building of a road ° 
that will carry them to the sea. 

In the second place, the Macon and Bir- | 
mingham is now in course of construction, and 
being rapidly pnshed, too, from Macon to Bir- 
mingham. 

In the third place, the Kansas City, Mem- 
phis and Birmingham are now negotiating 
with the Georgia Southern and Florida for the 
purchase of this read. That, if consummated, 
would put the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham about 230 miles nearer the sea than 
they are now. Itis probable that the Macon 
and Birmingham will be purchased, or a con- 
solidation effected, in either event putting the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham into 
Macon. 

In the fourth place, an extension of this 
road from Macon to the sea could not fail to go 
to Savannah. Birmingham, Macon and Sa- 
vannah aré on a straight line. To build from 
Macon to Savannah is the shortest route to the 
sea. It is the extension in an air-line of the 
Macon and Birmingham. The projects of a 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham ex- 
Yension have always includéd a connection 
with Savannah as generally, for their pur- 
poses, the most desirable part. 

So, considering the Kansas City, Memphis 
and Birmingham as a very material factor in 
the extension, the road will go from Macon to 
Savannah, and go at once. 

In the fifth place, leaving the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham out of the calcula- 
tion altogether, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida are taking active measures for the 
construction of a link between Macon and Sa- 
vannah. A company called the Macon and 
Atlantic has been formed to build a railway 
from Macon toSavannah, with a branch thereof 
to a point on the Savannah river in 
Effingham county, through the counties of 
Bibb, Twiggs, Pulaski, Wilkinson, Laurens, 
Johnson, Emanuel, Montgomery, Tattnall, 
Bulloch, Bryan, and Chatham. The projectors 
are: W. B. Sparks, J. Lane and G. W. 
Gustin. The line is evidently intended to 
be a continuation of the Maconand Birming- 
ham road. 

But beyond doubt the Kansas City, Memphis 
and Birmingham is interested in both the Ma- 
con and Birmingham, and the Macon and At 
jentic. 

These two roads give it an outlet to the sea, 
completing a great trunk line—Kansas City, 
Memphis, Birmingham, Macon and Savannah. 

If the Georgia Southern and Florida people 
don't fill in the link, the Kansas City, Mem- 
phis and Birmingham will. Between them 
the road is certain to be built, and built soon. 

And the Kast Tennessee. 

The East Tennessee is going to extend the 
Rome and Decatur immediately to Decatur. 

That much has been given out officially. 

The East Tennessee already has a road from 
Memphis to Decatur, and the extension of the 

tome and Decatur gives the East Tennessee a 
throngh line from Memphis to Aflanta, con- 
siderably shorter than any other direct or com- 
bination route between the two points. 

Already they have a magnificently equipped 
line from Atlanta to the sea. 

Memphis, then, is the point from which both 
the East Tennessee and the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham start for the sea. 

The Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
must wait for the completion of the Mobile 
and Birmingham and the Maconand Atlantic. 

The East Tennessee must wait for the ex- 
tension of the Rome and Decatur to Decatur. 

The connection which the East Tennessee 
will make at Deeatur is with the Memphis 
and Charleston. A majority of the stock o 
this road is held by the East Tennessee, but 
.its voting power has been impaired by legal 
obstacles on the part of the minority stock- 
holders. To remove this obstacle a movement 
is now on foot. The committee representing 

_the minority stockholders have prepared and 
issued a circular suggesting a sale of the mi- 
nority stock to another interest. It is generally 
‘thought that this is a scheme to give the East

UNDEK AN ENGINE. 


White hall Street Crossing Adds One More to 
the Long List of Victims and a 


- Is Terrible Mangled by an Engine.

Whitehall crossing adds one more victim 
to the long list charged up against that fatal 
spot, ° 

rola man J ohn Odom was run over and terri- 
bly mangled by an Atlanta and West Point 
engine about 1:15 yesterday. 

Mr. Odom is an old railroad’ man. He has 
been in the employ of the various railroad 


companies for many years. He was cut up by 


a negro thief some years ago, whom he caught 
robbing 2 car, aud at one time while runninga@ 
rock crusher was very badly hurt. 

For the past two or three days he has been 
flagging at Whitehall crossing in place of Mr. 
Horton, the regular watchman at the crossing. 

Yesterday he saw an engine backfhg out 
frou the union passenger depot, and when it 
approached the crossing, he started along in 
front of it, waving his red flag to warn the 
people of its approach. : 

Unfortunately he made a mistake about the 
track on which the evugine was moving, and 
while walking along slowly, just beyond the 
street, he was struck bythe rear end of the 
backing engine and 

WAS THROWN UNDER THE WHEELS 
and the engine passed about half way over him 
before the engineer discovered the accident. 

Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, Jr., was near the 
crossing, and with a number of other people 
A crowd gathered around, 
and Mr. Odom’s nephew, Mr. Smith, crawled 
under the engine and pulled the suffering man 
from under the machinery. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper was summoned, and 
Mr. Odom was removed to his office, where 
Drs. Cooper, Westmoreland and Stockton ex- 
amined his wounds. 

They saw at once that the case was desper- 
ate. He had suffered severe contusions about 
the head and face; a compound fracture 
of the left thigh near’ the hip; 
his right leg was broken just below the knee 
and he had suffered internal injuries of a. se- 
vere nature. 

TAKEN TO HIS HOME. 

Mr. Odom was carried to his home, corner 
of Terry street and the Georgia railroad, where 
all was done that could possibly be done to al- 
leviate his sufferings. 

Mr. Udom is about sixty-five years of age, 
and lives with his wifé and married daughter. 
His son, Dan Odom, is an engineer in the At- 
lanta and West Point yards, and had been run- 
ning the engine which caused the accident, 
No. 36, of the main line, as a switch engine 
while his regular engine was undergoing re- 
pairs. 

Yesterday his engine vas sent out, and Store- 
keeper Bob McWaters took charge of No. 36, 
ranit into the union passenger depot, and was 
backing it out when Mr. Odom was run over. 

At 4o’clock Mr. Odom died, after lingering 
for several hours in a state of unconsciousness. 
Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, was 
notified, and summoned a jury in inquest. 
After viewing the body, the jury adjourned to 
meet at the station house at 7 o’clock. 

THE INQUEST. 

After identifying the body the coroner ad- 
journed the jury until today at 10:30 o’clock, 
when the investigation of the killing will be- 
gin, 

The Funeral Today. 

The funeral of Mr. Odom will take place 
from the residence, corner of Railroad and 
Terry streets, this afternoon at 4 o’clock.

This sewer is thirty inches in diameter and 
about 7,000 feet long. 

It receives at its very beginning the contents of 
the Decatur street sewer,2,000 feet long and 4 feetin 
diameter, where it empties into Butler street. 
Then comes 5,000 feet of sewer on Edgewood avenne 
varying irom 8 inches to45 inches in size,and dumps 
its load of filth into this 30-inch receptacle. Next 
we have 2,560 feet on Wheat street, from 
15 to 44 inches, to unload its contents. 
Then. 1,600 feet on Houston strect 19 to 27 inches, 
1,500 feet on Harris street 24 inches, 2.000 feet on 
Elis street 10 to 15 inches, 1,500 feet on Cain street 
24 inches, 700 feet on Forest avenue 12 inches. 

Now, judge, can you honestly make yourself 
believe that a 30-inch sewer is suificient to receive 
and properly dispose of the contents of the above 
sewers, somine of which are more than doubleits 
own size? In dry weather, possibly, it may take 
a good portion of it, but every shower floods and 
overfiows from every opening, leaving the con- 
tents scattered along the open branch. 

Beside those mentioned there are other sewers 
which flow directly into the branch, without any 
pretense of trying to yet into the sanitary sewers, 

Then the Bouleyard property owners haye Duilt 
anil paid for 4,490 feet of sewer, not one foot of 
which can be; used, because ithere is no outlet, 
no connection, and can’t be (so the author- 
ities say), becatvve there 1s nothing toconnect with. 

Perhaps it may seem to the judge, sitting in his 
comfortable home, with hi: sewer connection all 
made, that nothing else in the city is needed, but 
the hundreds of people living along these cess- 
pools of filth, whose every breath is saturated 
with corruption and death steaming up from the 
poison poured in unceasing streams at their very 
doors are not in avccord with this opinion, 
nor are the rezidents on either side 
of these open braches within a quarter 
of a mile who, all through the heated season, are 
compelled to shut their doors and windows to keep 
out the foul stench wafted to them on every pass- 
ing breeze, nor those who have paid thousands of 
dollars for artistic holes in the grornd, beautifully 
bricked, and cemented, which tne are not per- 
mitted touse. The judge says, “I verily believe 
we will get the sewers all finiehed forthe whole 
city sooner and better by diligence and economy 
than ‘we will by debt and bonds.” If thisis true 
the same principle wiliapp!ly to waterworks, and 
we will get water sooner by diligence and economy 
than by debt and bonds. Let us therefore vote 
against all bonds. : 

If the tendency is as I hear it expressed, the 
water bonds will not be defeated because of the 
unpopularity of the sewer bonds, but they may be 
because of the efforts of certain influential citizens 
to create a heavy debt for purely commercial ben- 
efits, and their attempt to defeat a small issue of 
bonds the proceeds from which is only to be used 
for the preservation of the lives and health and 
comfort of our citizens. L. B. NELSON.
